Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections-of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5, 19-20 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Takada et al '732. 

The rejection of claims 5, 19-20 under 35USC 102(b) made in paper no. 10 is 
repeated. Applicant has traversed the rejection by arguing that nowhere does Takada et 
al teach or suggest scanning optical means that includes a plurality of sagittal 
symmetric change surfaces in which curvatures in the sagittal direction change on 
asymmetric basis in the meridional direction. The examiner agrees; however, claim 5 
does not include the argued feature. Claim 5 instead recites scanning optical means 
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. that includes a plurality of sagittal asymmetric change surfaces in which curvatures in 
the sagittal direction change on asymmetric basis in the meridional direction. This 
recited feature is disclosed and claimed in claim 1 of Takada et al 732. 
In re claim 24 see claim 2 in column 14.
